In December 1948, Ponchardier instructed the Service d'Ordre units to be

centers). is prohibited. Intellicence activities within the Services da Ordre 
was also discontinued. (Ponehardier added that 4 few complotely dependable 
roseaux vould be retained as well. as a few well-placed and reliable acenta 
viho had provided the Sorvico d'Ordre with first-class informtione) In 
conclusion, Ponchardier stated that the organisation mst to all appearances 
bo complotely "above~board".

Eventually tho SOA will be completely incorporated into the 50, 
aceordinr to Ponchardior. ;
